The  immunisation  programme  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  was  continued 
during  the  year,  and  included  the  annual  visit  to  schools  in  the  Knottingley 
are  a. 


205  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  received  a  full  course  of  primary 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

330  school  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection  against  Diphtheria 
and  194  a  reinforcing  injection  against  Tetanus. 

A  further  143  school  children  had  a  primary  course  against  Tetanus  and 
64  against  Diphtheria. 

The  pre cent age  of  school  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  is  35.21+%  and  against  Tetanus  80.37% 

The  annual  school  pro,  ramme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was 
also  continued,  with  93  children  receiving,  a  primary  course  and  279  a 
reinforcing  dose.  The  percentage  of  school  children  in  Knottingley  protected 
against  this  disease  is  now  89.86%

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  Candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  college  Authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a  course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  43  candidates  were  examined  and  where  necessary, 
x-ray  examinations  arranged.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  the  first  time  to 
all  children  in  the  year  of  their  13  th.  birthday.  '.Yith  the  consent  of 
the  parents,  a  test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered, 
the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 


The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection 
during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 


In  addition,  vaccination  is  ofxered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  previously  been  absent  or  whose  parencs  have 
not  consented.  Each  child  has  therefore,  a  continuing  opportunity  to  be 
vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  you  my  twelfth  Annual  Report. 

These  Reports,  circumscribed  by  Ministerial  direction  on  the  one  hand 
and  by  the  availability  of  time  -  both  for  me  to  write  and  yourselves 
read  -  are  skeletal  in  form  and  statistical  m  content. 

A  Monthly  Report  contains  matters  on  which  Committee  decisions  or 

opinions  are  essential.  From  these  decisions,  basef,uPon/?!^H?fv:Lk™ 
professional  advice  and  Members  common  sense  comes  that  profundity  known 

as  "Council  Policy". 

Matters  which  then  fall  within  this  policy  are  dealt  with  as  being 
purely  administrative  problems.  Only  occasionally,  when  Policy  appears 
to  need  revision  or  when  border-line  cases  are  met,  do  members  see  any  of 
this  type  of  work.  It  can  well  be  said,  therefore,  that  a  Monthly  report 
shows  only  the  merest  tip  of  the  mountain  of  work  carried  out. 

The  Annual  Report,  on  the  other  hand,  cares  not  about  Policy  and  sots 
out  in  full  (and  sometimes  forbidding)  detail  the  whole  picture  he 
department's  work  during  the  year.  This  then,  is  uhe  time  when  bo 
Ministries  and  members  can,  for  the  first  time  m  12  months,  evaluate  the 
progress  made  during  the  year  in  the  field  which  they  themselves  are 
specifically  interested. 

In  order  to  provide  this  information  more  readily  the  Report  is 
soctionalised  and  has  an  index.  Many  of  the  statistics  are  m  the  xormat 
requested  by  the  appropriate  Ministry  and  lend  themselves  to  rapid 
correlation  and  computerisation  (!) 

This  is  not  the  best  way  to  present  figures  for  local  consumption  and 
as  far  as  possible  the  matters  which  are  of  particular  note  are  dealt  wiuh 
in  the  text. 

Annual  Reports,  therefore,  are  at  best  a  compromise  in  presentation, 
though  not  in  factual  content.  Members  requiring  further  information  on 
any  aspect  not  fully  covered  have  my  apologies  for  the  omission  and  the 
Department's  fullest  co-operation  in  providing  the  required  details. 

Mr.  Barratt  left  two  thirds  of  the  way  through  the  year  to  a  more 
responsible  and  better  paid  post  and  Miss  Gladman  accepted  at  least  tne 
extra  responsibility  by  leaving  to  undertake  matrimony. 

To  both  these  and  even  more  so  to  my  Chairman,  Cr.  P.  Hamper,  I  give 
my  heartfelt  thanks  for  their  assistance  and  support  during  the  year  under 

review.

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  no w  A,  154-  occupied  dwellings  in 
the  district  and  only  2  of  these  do  not  have  the  water  carriage 
system  of  sewage  disposal.  28  houses  are  served  bjr  cesspools  and 
these  are  all  in  areas  not  yet  sewered. 

Of  the^fggtTDT'y  'premises- in --the-^&triet-AAie  majority  are 
sewered.  Cesspools  are  in  use  at  places  where  the  sewer  is  not 
available  and  on  certain  construction  sites,  notably  Ferrybridge 
’C’  Generating  Station  where  some  2,000  workers  are  employed. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Supplies  of  disinfectant  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  and  when  required.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  as 
necessary. 


INSECT  INFESTATION 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  the  table  below  this  has 
been  the  year  of  the  Ant.  Many  more  treatments  have  been  carried  out 
than  ever  before.  Reasons  are  difficult  to  ascertain  but  it  is 
probable  that,  as  I  have  said  before,  the  higher  standards  set  by 
the  modem  housewife  are  reflected  in  the  increased  number  of 
complaints  received. 

The  figures  below  show  complaints  and  treatments  carried  out  and, 
as  wo  survey  a  few  houses  either  side  of  a  complainant  prior  to 
treatment,  the  treatments  do  not  necessarily  correspond  with  the 
number  of  complaints  received.

COMMON  LODGING-  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Urban  District. 


MOVEABLE  D  ELLINGS 


There  is  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  district.  It  is 
licensed  for  45  caravans  and  has  showers,  baths,  '.C.'s  and  a  laundry. 

It  is  situated  on  the  N.  .  edge  of  the  township  of  Ferrybridge 
and  is  shielded  from  the  nearby  road  and  generating  stations  by  a 
belt  of  mature  woodland. 

The  majority  of  the  caravan  dwellers  work  on  the  construction  of 
either  the  A.l  Ferrybridge  by-pass  or  the  Ferrybridge  ' C *  generating 
station.  Whilst  wo  expect  to  see  the  numbers  reduce  considerably  as 
these  projects  run  down,  there  is  as  yet  no  sign  of  this  happening. 


SCRAP  IvSTAL  DEALERS 


Y/e  now  have  6  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  registered  under  the  Scrap 
Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964,  but  of  these  only  one  is  in  a  large  way  of 
business  and  there  is  therefore  only  one  scrap  yard  of  consequence  in 

the  district. 

Two  of  the  registrations  are  in  respect  of  residence  only. 


DISPOSAL  OF  OLD  MOTOR  VEHICLES 

Action  is  rarely  needed  to  remove  old  cars  but  on  the  few 
occasions  that  it  has  been  necessary  we  have  delivered  the  hulks  to 
a  local  scrap  yard  who  then  dispose  of  them  in  very  short  order. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


After  allowing  for  the  increase  in  properties  in  the  district 
and  the  clearing  up  of  a  number  of  derelict  sites,  the  Rodent  Control 
statistics  appear  to  have  worked  out  very  much  like  last  year. 

The  number  of  Block  Control  treatments  has  increased.  This  is 
real  progress  because  it  means  that  we  are  now  able  to  treat 
comparatively  large  areas  instead  of  single  properties.  The  advantage 
is  obvious  in  that  we  clear  the  rodents  from  large  areas  thus  making 
re-infestation  a  less  pressing  problem  to  us. 

The  majority  of  complaints  still  come  from  the  developing  areas 
where  large  acreages  of  virgin  land  are  being  built  over. 

The  rats  are  disturbed  and  head  for  cover  in  the  unfinished 
houses.  They  are  unwittingly  fed  by  workmen  having  sandwich  meals 
and  are  finally  "built  in"  when  the  houses  are  completed.  We  treat 
the  properties  before  and  after  they  are  let  and  usually  clear  the 
infestation.  Further  building  operations  then  scatter  more  rats 
and  the  proceedings  start  all  over  again. 

We  are  having  increasing  success  with  our  Contract  Rodent 
Control  Service  and  now  have  32  firms  and  small  businesses  signed 
up. 

The  total  annual  income  from  this  source  at  the  moment  is  almost 


£200. 


Certain  organisations,  e.g.  the  West  Riding  County  Council  are  not 
contracted  to  us  but  pay  on  a  time  and  material  basis  for  each  infestation 
treated. 

.  We  receive  approximately  £100  per  annum  for  this  type  of  work. 

The  appointment  of  a  full  time  operator  has  thereby  justified  itself  as 
he  is,  in  fact,  earning  the  extra  cost  of  his  services  and  relieves  the  Rate 
Fund  to  that  extent.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  is  no  change  in  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  licenced  in 
the  district  but,  owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  all  round  butchers 
and  slaughtermen,  one  slaughterhouse  has  been  used  only  very ,  very 
infrequently  during  the  year. 

Two  others  continue  to  supply  the  slaughtering  needs  of  the  two 
local  butchers  who  own  them  and  their  output  has  risen  slightly  as  e 
town  has  grown. 

The  one  horse  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  appears  to  be  dealing 
with  slightly  fewer  animals  over  the  year.  The  majority  of  this  horse 
beef  is  exported  to  Belgium. 

The  slaughterhouse  and  the  person  signing  the  Certificate  are^ 
approved  by  the  Belgian  Government  and  check  visits  are  made  at  intervals 
by  their  staff. 

Ministry  Inspectors  visit  all  slaughterhouses  at  least  once  or 
twice  a  year  in  company  with  myself  and  so  far  they  have  been  reasonably 
satisfied  with  the  conditions  obtaining. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Minor  variations  occur  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  annually. 

There  is  no  significance  in  this.  The  significant  part  of  the  table  is  that 
concerned  with  the  incidence  of  disease.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  gradual 
lowering  in  the  percentage  of  animals  affected. 

Eor  the  second  year  in  succession  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
discovered  and  this  fact  alone  shows  the  value  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested. scheme 
and  of  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the  Meat  and  x'ood  Inspectors  with 
the  Veterinary  profession. 

Over  the  years  great  strides  have  been  made  in  the  control  of  most  types 
of  animal  disease  and  those  examples  found  today  are  generally  localised  in 
effect  and  very  minor  in  character.

FOOD  HAWKERS 


All  food  hawkers  in  the  Urban  District  are  registered  under  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951?  Section  76. 

Before  registration  all  vehicles  must  have  a  self  contained  hot  water 
supply,  a  sink,  soap  and  towel. 

29  hawkers  are  still  registered  of  which  one  is  registered  to  trade  in 
vegetables  only.  These  figures  include  five  new  registrations,  granted 
during  1966.  8  Hawkers  premises  are  registered. 

Hawkers  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  not  only  for  compliance 
with  the  Registration  particulars  but  also  with  an  eye  on  the  new 
Regulations.  One  of  the  larger  firms  quarrelled  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Committee  but, on  seeing  the  new  Regulations, fell  into  line  and  were 
duly  registered.

Minor  infringements  were  found  from  time  to  time  but  they  were 
rectified  after  the  hawker  had  been  duly  notified.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

The  process  of  "reshopping1*  Knottingley,  of  which  I  wrote  last  year 
has  been  continued  during  1967.  Old,  inconvenient  and,  frankly, 
unprepossessing  shops  are  being  closed  and  demolished  and  new,  bright 
premises  built  in  the  contemporary  mode  are  taking  their  place. 

In  another  section  of  the  Report  I  have  written  of  the  town*  s 
development  and  to  use  the  modern  idiom,  it 1 s  all  happening  here ;  Knottingley 
is  the  scene.  This  applies  to  such  mundane  matters  as  i'ood  Hygiene  as  well 
as  to  more  hip  problems. 

Contracts  have  been  let  for  the  removal  of  a  large  part  of  our  derelict 
Aire  Street  area  and  its  replacement  by  shops,  maisonettes  and  tower  blocks 
of  flats. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  (Continued) 

New  social  amenities  will  be  made  available  in  the  aroa  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  encouragement  which  this  should  afford  to  existing  shop¬ 
keepers  will  result  in  even  greater  modernisation  of  premises  in  the 
future . 

The  growth  of  the  Supermarket  shopping  mentality  has  probably  sounded 
the  death  knell  of  the  very  small  shop  except  for  the  remedying  of  minor 
deficiencies  in  the  housewifes  larder  stocks.  Recent  trends  in  anti-price 
maintenance  rulings  could  accelerate  this  process  and  I  can  foresee  some 
interesting  debates  on  "Hygiene  -  An  optimum  shop  size".  Many  trades 
lend  themselves  to  better  conditions  in  larger  units j  In  some  trades  the 
reverse  is  true. 

One  wonders  whether  our  pre -occupation  with  these  environmental 
problems  will  change  that  old  cliche  "England  is  a  nation  of  shopkeepers" 
to  "England  is  a  nation  of  shoppers".

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND 

DISPOSAL 


At  the  end  of  1966  our  refuse  collection  teams  were  emptying  5110 
dustbins  weekly.  The  increase,  some  10%  over  last  year,  has  been  absorbed 
by  the  existing  manpower.  The  bin  bonus  incentive  scheme  lias  undoubtedly 
been  largely  responsible  for  the  response  from  the  non. 

A  further  vehicle,  with  a  compression  plate,  is  on. order.  This  was 
intended  initially  to  replace  our  oldest  vehicle  which  as. now  nearing  the 
end  of  its  economic  life.  The  immense  development  which. is  talcing  place 
means,  however,  that  by  the  end  of  1967  throe  vehicles  will  be  required  to 
cope.  This  means  keeping  the  oldest  vehicle  in  service  and  ordering  a 
further  vehicle  as  soon  as  possible  to  replace  iu. 

The  matter  is  going  to  be  further  complicated  by  the  new  braking 
regulations  which  come  into  effect  in  1968  and  1972.  Many  authorities  with 
vintage  fleets  are  going  to  be  forced  into  some  panic  buying. and. I  forsee 
the  waiting  lists  getting  longer  and  longer.  An  early  decision  is  therefore 
essential  in  our  own  case. 

The  tipping  problem  is  still  with  us.  For  a  short  period  we  had  the 
use  of  land  being  filled  for  playing  fields  but  this  has  now  ceased.  Some 
hard  feelings  were  generated  over  the  subject  but  we  have  now  returned  to 
our  own  tip.  Its  life  has  been  extended  by  about  8  months  but  we  must 
look  ahead  to  the  final  closure  of  this  area  in  some  two  to  three  years 
at  most. 


CESSPOOL  AMD  GULLY  EMPTYING 

The  new  vehicle  mentioned  last  year  is  coping  adequately  with  our 
requirements  except  in  one  matter. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  time  to  look  after  road  gullies 
on  a  rota  basis  and  everything  was  fine.  The  C.E.G.B.,  or  rather  contractors 
working  for  them,  put  in  some  cesspools  which,  when  finally  out  of  use, 
could  almost  become  swimming  pools.  These  put  a  further  extra^ load  on  the 
vehicle  and  its  crew  and  eventually  one  job,  drain  clearance,  nad  to  be 
transferred  to  our  Direct  Works  Department. 

Anticipating  next  years  report  I  must  also  say  that  labour  change-over 
and  shortages  due  to  the  prolonged  illnesses  (genuine)  of  members  of  this, 
department. have  also  conspired  to  hit  this  service  rather  more  than  most  in 
this  current  year. 

Problems  are  made  to  be  overcome  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  shall 
return  to  our  normal  working  programme  within  a  short  period.

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 


The  year  under  review  has  again  been  one  of  continued  progress  in  the 
domestic  smoke  control  field.  All  our  new  houses  are  smoke  controlled  by 
tenancy  agreement.  Thus,  when  a  smoke  control  order  is  made,  there  is  a 
minimum  of  inconvenience  to  the  tenants.  During  the  year  a  further  122 
houses  fell  into  this  category. 

Two  further  smoke  control  areas,  one  in  Ferrybridge,  covering  both 
Council  and  private  new  development,  and  a  second  one  covering  the  new  y 
developed  Ferrybridge  Centre,  The  Holes,  and  parts  of  the  Vale  Head  Area, 
have  been  declared  during  the  year.  These  two  smoke  control  areas  cover 
a  total  of  over  250  acres  and  some  750  premises. 


The  survey  and  pricing  of  this  work  took  up  a  considerable  proportion 
of  our  time  around  the  middle  of  the  year. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  it  was  agreed  by  the  Council  that 
the  Ferrybridge  Hill  Smoke  Control  area  should  be  completed  and  a  grea 
deal  of  time  was  spent  re-surveying  the  area  in  order  that  up  to  date 
figures  would  be  available  as  the  work  was  being  done  by  private 
contractors. 

The  Ministry  have  once  again  changed  their  minds  about  the  availability 
of  solid  smokeless  fuels  and  we  are  now  informed  that  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  base  smoke  control  progress  on  the  availability  of  hard  coke 
only.  Fortunately,  this  does  not  mean  that  we  must  return  to  tne  now 
somewhat  outdated,  inset  open  fire. 


In  our  newest  houses  the  Council  are  now  fitting  room  heaters  to 
provide  back-ground  heating.  This  is  one  further  step  along  the  line 
towards  complete  central  heating  in  municipal  dwellings.  This  principle 
has  already  been  accepted  in  our  shops  and  maisonettes  and  the  tower  block 
of  flats  at  present  being  erected.  The  central  heating  in  these  cases 
being  by  electric  underfloor  and  gas  warm  air  heating  respectively. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  my  Council's  attitude  towards  smoke 
control  has  been  that  of  an  enlightened  authority  with  the  best  interests 
of  the  town  at  heart,  coupled  with  an  understandable  reluctance  to 
inconvenience  the  population  any  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 


It  cannot  be  said  that  the  town  has  developed  a  pioneering  spirit  in 
connection  with  smoke  control  but  at  least  a  large  number  of  people  have 
accepted  it  and  now  believe  it  to  be  a  worth  while  objective. 

I  see  no  reason  why  our  target  date  of  1971  should  not  bo  realised 
unless  something  completely  unforeseen  should  occur  to  halt  our  steady 
movement  towards  a  clean  and  wholesome  atmosphere  in  the  town. 


INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL 

There  is  little  one  can  say  this  year  which  has  not  already  been  said. 

In  fact,  if  my  comments  of  last  year  were  reprinted  in  this  report  for 
1966,  they  would  be  equally  true  and  give  a  picture  of  the  progress  and  the 
work  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  field. 

All  new  furnaces  erected  in  the  district  are  submitted  for  prior 
approval  (whether  required  or  not)  and  we  are  able  to  advise  builders  and 
architects  on  chimney  heights,  fuels,  etc,,  with  a  view  to  preventing 
newer  furnaces  adding  measurably  to  the  pollution  of  our  area. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  that  our  producer  gas  plants  were  on  tho  way  out 
and  the  present  schedule  is  to  remove  the  last  one  during  the  coming  winter. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  our  attention  was  turned  to  the  problem  of 
cold  blast  cupolas  used  in  iron  foundries  in  the  district  and  long  and 
protracted  negotiations  dragging  on  well  into  1967  have  taken  place  in  order 
to  procure  a  limit  on  the  discharge  of  pollution  by  this  type  of  plant.  Iron 
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INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL  CO NT. 


Foundries  are  now  really  the  only  problem  left  in  the  district  of  any  real 
importance  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  more  will  be  said  about  this  in  the 
coming  months. 

Smoke  Control,  particularly  in  the  industrial  field,  is  very  like  the 
history  of  medicine.  When  one  controls  one  disease  which  kills,  one  finds 
that  another  disease,  which  up  to  that  time  had  had  little  effect  upon  the 
death  rate,  is  now  doing  all  the  damage,  but  a  year  or  two  later  in  life. 
This  situation  is  paralellod  by  the  fact  that  having  cleared  one  type  of 
pollution,  another  form,  previously  hidden  by  heavier  pollution,  is 
revealed  and  steps  must  then  be  taken  to  rectify  this  matter.

During  the  year  further  progress  has  been  made  in  registering  premises 
covered  by  the  above  act.  A  good  liason  has  been  established  with  th 
Factories^Inspectorate  and  premises  are  referred  from  one  to  the  other, 
according  to  the  type  of  premises  involved. 

Many  of  the  offices  and  shops  within  the  district  are  small  fa^y 
concerns^and  do  not,  therefore,  fall  within  the  scope  of  the  act.  Iho  whol 
town  is  undergoing  a  complete  modernisation  in  which  many  o 
businesses  are  either  being  completely  removed  and  replaced  by  larger 
concerns  or  alternatively,  the  businesses  themselves  are  growing  both  in 
capacity' and  dumber  of  employees.  Because  of  this,  although  we  are  at  the 
moment  confident  that  all  the  premises  which  should  be  registered  have  bo 
registered,  there  will  no  doubt  be  further  registrations  as  the  redevelopment 

continues • 

In  our  inspections  it  has  been  found  that  the  main  defects  have  been 
less  of  a  structural  character  than  merely  the  non-provision  of  a  specific 
article,  e.g.  thermometer  or  first-aid  kit. 

A  number  of  exemptions  have  been  granted  this  year  and  in  all  cases 
the  exemptions  have  been  granted  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  premises  which 
do  not  comply  and  are  in  an  area  scheduled  for  clearance  and  redevelopment 
in  the  very  near  future.  No  exemptions  have  been  granted  other  than 
this  type  of  premises.
